As he formerly figured twenty per cent
as cost of delivery, the customer is
ahead to the tune of fifteen per cent.

He slashed twenty per cent, from
the price of all goods on the day that
tnis system was put into praice. A
saving of one-fift- h of the grocery bills
of the nation would add very materi-
ally to the comfort of life in millions
of homes.

The Chief Justiceship.
The report is gaining currency in

well informed circles of the adminis-
tration that President Taft has about
decided to appoint Justice and

Hughes chief justice to fill
the vacancy on the supreme bench
created by the death of Chief Justice
Fuller. Action is expected by the
president on his return from Panama.

The country, no doubt, would ap-
plaud the elevation of Justice Hughes
to the highest Dlace which any jurist
in the world can reach. In the very
nature of the supreme court, that tri-
bunal must assume and exercise pow-
ers which are semi-politic- It is so
vital a part of the federal government
that it cannit escape coloring more or
less the development of American poli-
tics and the trend of American national
life.

It is vital, therefore, that this high
tribunal should be in sympathy with
the roundest and most advanced Ideals
of the American people. It is essential
also that the court should have the
respect and the confidence of the peo-
ple as an agency for the interpretation
of the constitution and the shaping- of
legislation under the provisions of our
organic law.

Justice Hughes has both the under-
standing of popular ideals and the es-
teem and trust of the public which
every justice needa to make his ser-
vices as valuable as they ought to be.

MATERIAL LOSSE3

Throughout the List Stock Sentiment
Takes Pessimistio Turn.

New York. Dec, 2. The reactionary
movement with which the week in Oie
stock market began was continued to-
day, material losses beinr registered
throughout the list. Sentiment has
apparently taken a very pessimistic
turn and evidence was forthcoming to
account for today's" setback.
